Melovich got this confession 
from the lanky Christensen, 
who stands 6 feet 5 inches and 
weighs 145 pounds: 
About two weeks before the 
robbery at Sabella’s in Marin, 
Christensen and a companion 
“cased” the place, while they 
drank at the bar. They intend­ 
ed to burglarize it at first, but 
decided the safe was too tough 
to crack.

Barracks Has 
Arms Museum 
CARLISLE, Pa. (UPD— Here 
at the U. S. Army’s Carlisle 
Barracks historians and seekers 
of the curious can see displayed 
combat weapons ranging from 
primitive war clubs to models 
of the most modern electronic 
missiles. 
The H e s s i a n Guardhouse 
Museum 
is 
itself 
a 
historic 
structure. Built in 1777 as a 
powder magazine, it takes its 
name from its builders, prison­ 
ers of war captured by Gen. 
George Washington’s troops at 
the Battle of Trenton during 
the Revolutionary War.

SACRAMENTO (C N S)--T he 
state Public Works Board has 
signalled the resumption of a 
program to construct roadside 
rests 
along 
California 
high­ 
ways, but it’s a program consid­ 
erably toned down from the 
one originally presented by the 
Division of Beaches and Parks. 
The 
board 
approved 
con­ 
struction of a roadside rest on 
U.S. 299, between Weaverville 
and 
Redding, 
at 
a 
cost 
of 
$1,785. Maintenance was esti­ 
mated at $250 a year. 
This was a considerable 
change 
from 
installations 
previously recommended by 
the beaches and parks divi­ 
sion. which would have cost 
in the neighborhood of $20.- 
000, plus high m aintenance 
costs. 
“This is more like it,” said 
Finance D i r e c t o r John M. 
Peirce, chairman of the board. 
“First they came in with road- 


side rests for $20.000. Then 
they scaled that down to $10,. 
000. Now we have this. 
“I’m sure we were wise in 
raising questions and the Leg- 
islature was wise in reviewing 
it in order to spread the money 
around,” Peirce said. “Appar- 
ently the program was started 
without a clear policy.” 
The Roadside Rest program, 
sponsored in the Legislature by 
Assemblywoman Pauline Davis 
(D-Portola), drew sharp criti­ 
cism during the 1958 budget 
session. The Division of Beach­ 
es and Parks, in planning ini- 
tial installations, had provid­ 
ed small parks, taking in con­ 
siderable land for the facilities. 
Now there’s some question 
as to whether the relatively 
inexpensive project in Trin- 
itv County still is too elabor­ 
ate. It includes four picnic 
tables, trash cans and rest 
room facilities.

Planes' Speed Can 


Distort Radio Signals 


LOS ANGELES 
Some 
planes now can go fast enough 
to push radio signals out of 
their allotted frequency chan­ 
nels, says an electronics ex­ 
pert. 
This can mean danger for 
men in supersonic aircraft be­ 
cause it reduces or in some 
cases 
can 
prevent 
effective 
communication during fleeting 
moments .when warnings or 
other information are vital, he 
said. 
The best way out of the 


problem, the specialist said, is 
to establish artificial radio re­ 
lay. stations in satellites thou­ 
sands of miles above the earth. 
The expert, R. W. Parkin­ 
son 
of the 
Ramo-Woolridge 
Corp., Los Angeles, described 
the problem in an address pre­ 
pared for delivery today at the 
institute of Aeronautical Sci­ 
ences. 
Two planes closing in on 
each other and each traveling 
at two and one-half times the 


speed of sound get a speedup 
in their commonly used voice 
communication band, Parkin­ 
son said. After they pass each 
other the frequency is slowed 
down by the same amount. 


The effect is basically the 
same as the rising and falling 
notes of a train whistle or an 
automobile horn when a car 
on a highway passes a train go­ 
ing in the opposite direction. 
Scientifically it is called the 
Doppler effect. 


This variation may crowd 
the signal clear out of the band 
to which it is allotted, Park-i 
inson declared. Unless the re­ 
ceiving plane retunes its set to 1 
compensate for this, it may get | 
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only part of the message or 
may miss it entirely. 
One answer to this and other 
shortcomings of present radio 
communication, the specialist 


added, Is the establishment oê 
two or three satellites 22,000 
miles above the earth with in» 
struments for relaying short» 
wave signals.

SAN PEDRO t f i l— Hollow con- 
crete wharf sections are pro­ 
viding this beach city with an ] 
easy-to-build yacht harbor. 
The small boat marina at the 
California Yacht Club was in-1 
stalled in less than two w-eeks 
using floating pre-cast blocks 
designed by Ernest M. Usab. 
The floating sections can sup­ 
port a ton of weight. They pro­ 
vide a sturdier dock than wood t 
because they require less paint­ 
ing and maintenance. 


EASY TO INSTALL 
The sections, held together 
by wooden strings, are also eas­ 
ier to install and less expen­ 
sive than conventional wooden 
docks. 
Measuring eight by 
eight 
feet, the sections are made of 
a shale aggregate. The wet mix­ 
ture is poured around a plastic} 
form shaped like a box. The 
hollow center makes the sec­ 
tion buoyant. Steel mesh un­ 
derneath adds strength. 
The sections can be poured 
in any size and can be adapted 
to small private docks or huge 
marinas. 


USED AT RICHMOND 
Small boat harbors made of 
thris type of pre-cast block al­ 
ready are in use at Ventura, 
Burlingame, Richmond, Sacra­ 
mento 
and 
Newport Beach. \ 
Usab’s firm is negotiating with j 
the City of Long Beach to in­ 
stall a marina there. 
The sections can be installed 
quickly. Workmen merely float 
them into place and then tie 
them together with wooden 
joiners. 
The new yacht harbor here 
has about 20 fifty-foot slips for! 
small power and sail boats. 
Usab said California with its 
ocean, lakes and rivers is ideal 
for small marinas. He said he 
also has built one in Fort Lau­ 
derdale, Fla.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPD —

California 
1958 storms was more than 50 
million dollars, the U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service reported 
today.

Russ Say Neurotic Mice 


More Prone To Cancer 


LONDON (iB — Three Soviet 
scientists today reported that 
neurotic female mice are more 
likely to get 
breast cancers 
than those with healthy nerv­ 
ous systems. 


Mice 
who 
suffer 
nervous 
overstrain also are more sus­ 
ceptible, said Drs. R. E. Kavet- 
sky, N. M. Turkevich and E. M. 
Samoondgean of Kiev in a re­ 
port to the seventh Internation­ 
al Cancer Congress. 
The Soviet report did not say 
whether results of the research 
were being applied to human 
patients with breast cancer. 
Peculiarities of the nervous 
•ystem and the pituitary gland 
play a role in breast cancer in 
mice which naturally are high­ 
ly susceptible to this cancer, 
the Soviets declared. 
The pituitary, s o me t i me s 
called the body’s master gland, 


secretes numerous hormones. 
Among 
them 
is 
one 
that 
stimulates the sex glands to re­ 
lease sex hormones. Thè inter­ 
balance of hormones affects the 
sex glands and the breasts. 
The Soviet doctors said they 
found differences in the pitui­ 
tary activity of different strains 
of mice. In some, the regular 
rhythm of hormone release is 
disturbed. 
This reflects an error or dif­ 
ference in the nervous system, 
they said, because the nervous 
System regulates the pituitary 
gland. 
Pituitary disturbances were 
more marked in mice which 
showed “an imbalance between 
inhibitory and excitatory proc­ 
esses” of the nervous system, 
the Soviets said. These mice 
had a higher rate of breast can­ 
cer and it usually was In a more 
malignant form.

LONDON <*—'The U. S. Em­ 
bassy has denounced as fakes 
two more letters to the Soviet 
Embassy purporting to reveal 
details of an American bomber 
crew's plan to drop an atomic 
bomb off Britain’s North Sea 
coast. 
The Soviets said one of the 
new letters attacking American 
nuclear defense plans came 
from the same writer who a 
week ago wrote that he would 
pilot the bomber. 
This 
time, 
they 
said, 
he 
wrote that the bomb would be 
dropped by July 12 and that 
“we hope this will be sufficient 
to show the Western capitalists 
the terrible thing with which 
they are playing.” 
The writer of the second let*] 
ter said he was a member of 
the bomber’s crew, according 
to the Soviets. 
The Soviet Embassy released 
only photo copies of the let­ 
ters, refusing to let Scotland 
Yard examine the originals for 
clues. The Soviets have con­ 
ceded the letters probably are 
a hoax but publicized them 
nevertheless. 
When the first letter was 
made public, the U. S. State 
Department called them So­ 
viet propaganda forgeries. An 
unemployed British farm work­ 
er who was discharged by the 
Royal Air Force for mental in­ 
ability said he wrote the first 
er but later denied it.

The Spanish-American War 
which was resolved 60 years 
ago this month was short, but 
besides providing a generation 
of Fourth of July orators it also 
produced far more than a nor­ 
mal share of American fftlk 
sayings. 
Out of H came “Remember 
the Maine,” “the Message to 
Garcia,” “You may fire when 
ready, Gridley.” Also the Cuba 
Libre and “There’ll Be a Hot 
Time in the Old Town To- 
nigh\,” both still popular. 
It's heroes were Teddy 
Roosevelt, whose Rough Rid­ 
ers did not take San Juan 
Hill: Hobson, who sank the 
block 
ship in the 
wrong 
place; Adm. George Dewey, 
who did everything right; 
and Walter Reed, who whip­ 
ped yellow fever. 


It may also, if you want to 
be deep about it, have done 
something to heal the Civil 
War scars. It was the first time 
the Federals and the Confed­ 
erates found an excuse to fight 
on the same side since shoot­ 
ing at each other from 1861 
to 1865. 
Two 
Confederate 
generals 
were in it, deep on the U.S. 
side: Fitzhugh Lee, as U.S. con- 
Isul general in Havana; and Joe 
Wheeler, who had been a Con­ 
federate cavalry general. 
Also, it was a useful lesson 
to the United States in how not 
to fight a war. Put the Span­ 
iards started from so far be­ 
hind scratch that not even U.S. 
mistakes could lose it. 
The war was over so fast 
it started April 21, 1898, and 
ended Aug. 12—that one lei­ 
surely patriot never got into 
it. A college student, he plan­ 
ned a little vacation before 
volunteering, but by the time 
sumgier vacation was over 
so was the w4r. 


The Spaniards hadn’t much 
wanted a war. When tha Uni­ 
ted 
States 
offered to send 
Spanish soldiers home to Spain 
if they surrendered, they gave 
up. Most of them had been 
away for three years and a 
quick trip back to Spain was all 
they wanted. The U.S. govern­ 
ment paid a Spanish steamship 
company $800,000 to haul them 
home—certainly a cheap way 
to win a war. 
Back in 1898 the Cubans 
were in their chronic state of 
revolt against the Spaniards. 
The United States interested 
itself and demanded Spain re­ 
call her commander, “Butch­ 
er” Weyler. Spain agreed to 
that, and other things. 
But before Spain's conces­ 
sions could take effect—and 
the whole thing blow over 
—the Maine blew up or was 
blown up in Havana harbor. 
The fight was on. 


Thousands of U.S. volunteers 
streamed into Tampa, although 
the government had only wool­ 
en uniforms and single shot 
rifles for most of them. The 


U.S. government sent a mes­ 
sage to,Gen. Garcia, command­ 
er of the Cuban rebels, that 
help was coming. 
The Spaniards started off 
their European fleet for the 
Western Hemisphere. Nobody 
knew where these ships were 
going. 
Citizens wired their 
congressmen to send a battle­ 
ship to protect their beach 
cottages. 
Luckily, about then the Ha­ 
vana office of the Western 
Union notified the U.S. Navy 
the Spanish fleet had arrived 
in Santiago de Cuba. Lt. Rich­ 
mond Hobson went out with a 
U.S. coal ship to scuttle it in the 
harbor entrance and bottle up 
the Spaniards. 
But his ship 
sank in the wrong place. 


Gen. William Shafter and 
17,000 other soldiers sailed 
from Tampa so fast they left 
most of the ambulances and 
supply wagons behind. They 
landed at Siboney, which bap­ 
tized a dance tune, and at 
Daiquiri, 
which named a 
cocktail. 


Shafter, with Wheeler com­ 
manding the dismounted cav­ 
alry—it hadn’t been able to 
bring along the horses—skir­ 
mished up to the outskirts of 
Santiago. 
Admiral 
Cervera 
led 
his 
fleet out of the harbor and it 
was destroyed July 3 by the 
U.S. fleet under Capt. William 
T. Sampson. 
Adm. Winfield Scott Schley, 
who generally commanded the 
fleet, 
missed the battle be­ 
cause he was away conferring 
with Shafter. He never forgave 
! Sampson for getting the glory, 
and their resulting feud raged 


j for years. 
So did the feud between 
Shafter and Nelson A. Miles, 
his commanding officer, which 
arose along the way. Also the 
feud between Miles and th e ; 
secretary of war and the one 
between the Army and Navy. 
All these lasted a whole lot 
longer than the war did. 
Roosevelt took his Rough | 
Riders up Kettle Hill outside 
Santiago while the 
infantry 
stormed San Juan Hill. Both 
objectives were taken. Time 
out was called while the Span­ 
ish army commander consult­ 
ed his home government. 


Meanwhile, 
yellow fever 
had broken out in the U.S. 1 
lines. The race was whether 
American soldiers 
w o u l d 
starve without their supply ! 
wagons; die of yellow fever, 
or receive the Spanish sur­ 
render. Surrender came first. 


Later on, Walter Reed, an 
Army doctor, cleaned the yel-1 
low fever out of Havana and i 
became famous. 
Out in the Philippines, Ad­ 
miral Dewey had sunk the 
Spanish fleet with a famous 
firing order and without los­ 
ing a man. However, he lost 
an hour when he withdrew in 
the middle of the battle so his 
crews could have breakfast. 


4 Jets Crash 
In 24 Hours 
In Southwest

Military authorities discount­ 
ed today the possibility of sa­ 
botage in the crashes of four 
Air Force jet planes within 24 
hours in a 100-mile area of 
Texas and New Mexico. They 
included two of perhaps the 
most secret planes the Air 
Force flies. 
The 
highly 
secret 
planes 
were Lockheed U2S. 
Air po­ 
lice blocked off an area within 
a five-mile radius around a 
U2 crash near Tucumcari, N. 
M., all night. 


DOCUMENTS SOUGHT 
A 14-man team from Laugh- 
lin Air Force Base at Del Rio, 
Tex., flew in today in a heli­ 
copter and began searching the 
guarded area for “highly clas­ 
sified documents.” None would 
say what the documents are. 
But it was learned that the 
U2 itself is secret. 
Air Force 
authorities from Cannon AFB 
at Clovis, N. M., who sent in 
the wreckage guard, denied 
even they knew there was such 
a plane. 
All four planes crashed with­ 
in an area of 100 miles. 
Both 
of the U2s were from Laugh- 
lin AFB. The other two planes 
were F100D Super-Sabre jets 
Jrom Cannon AFB. The pilot 
of each plane was killed. 


EXPLODE IN AIR 
The FlOODs crashed within 
sight of each other Tuesday 
night near Clovis, N. M. 
One 
U2 exploded in the air near 
Wayside, Tex. 
The U2 which 
crashed near Tucumcari also 
exploded in air. 
Capt. Lloyd Strot, public in­ 
formation officer at Laughlm, 
said the crashes were a coinci­ 
dence and he thought sabotage 
highly unlikely. 
Strot said the U2s were on 
high altitude weather training 
missions that sometimes go up 
to 55.000 feet. 
He' said they 
are also used in the armed 
forces “special weapons pro­ 
jects.” 
The U2s, it was learned, 
were measuring radioactivity 
in clouds at 55.000 feet. Strot 
would not say how many U2 
jets are based at Laughlin, but 
it was understood that the only 
other Air Force base with U2s 
is in Puerto Rico. 
Air Force officers told civil­ 
ian officials not to touch any 
of the U2 wreckage unless a 
life was at stake.

Center Of U.S. May Be In Pacific 


WASHINGTON 
UP — When 
Alaska comes in as the 49th 
state, the geographic heart of 
the United States may no long­ 
er be in the United States at 
all. 
It may be in southwestern 
Canada—or even in the Pa­ 
cific Ocean, somewhere off the 
Coast of Washington state. 
These 
were 
preliminary 
guesses today of officials of 
the U. S. Geological Survey 
and the U. S. Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. 
Present position of the cen­ 
ter is somewhere near Leba­ 
non, Kan. 
The geographic center is de­ 
fined as “the point at which

the United States would bal­ 
ance if it were all the same 
thickness and were suspended 
on a pinpoint.” 
One way of figuring it is 
simply to take a map of the 
United States, paste it on a 
cardboard and then find the 
center of gravity by placing 
your map on a pinpoint. 
Sounds easy, but Alaska 
presents complications for 
such a stunt, because there 
is no continuous land con­ 
nection between Alaska and 
the rest of the United States. 
A portion of Canada pops up 
in between. 
A government expert told a 


reporter one conceivable way 
of finding the geographic cen­ 
ter of a United States with 
Alaska would be to attach the 
Alaskan area to your U. S. 
map by means of a light, alumi­ 
num wire and then do your 
balancing. 


“You could also figure it out 
mathematically,” he said, “by 
taking what we call coordi­ 
nates of points all along var­ 
ious coastlines. But that would 
take a long time by ordinary 
mathematical 
methods, 
and 
might even take days and cost 
thousands of dollars even with 
modern high-speed computing 
machines.”

A week before the Geneva 
meeting got under way, the 
Soviets threatened not to send 
a delegation unless the United 
States agreed in advance that 
a halt to atomic weapon tests 
was the goal of the conference. 


The United States said that 
would be putting the cart be­ 
fore the horse. It insisted the 
scientists could only talk about 
practical means of detecting 
atomic tests. The Soviets sent 


a delegation anyway. 
In a sharp note last night the 
Soviet Union accused the Unit­ 
ed States of trying to justify 
its refusal to end nuclear tests 
by claiming that effective con­ 
trol of a test ban was impos­ 
sible “even though it is now 
clear that such control is quite 
feasible.”

Minister 
Andrei 
Gromyko handed the note to 
U. S. Ambassador Llewellyn 
Thompson Jr. in reply to an 
American note of June 30. The 
State Department had no com­ 
ment, but officials said they 
were not impressed by the new 
Soviet blast. 
The Soviet note accused the 
United States of side-stepping 
“a definite reply whether it 
agreed that the meeting of ex­ 
perts should be devoted to solv­ 
ing the question of universal 
and instant suspension of nu­ 
clear weapon tests.”

BIGGEST FIRE 
Today, State Ranger W. W. 
Skinner reported the biggest 
of the three, located in the 
Wildwood Canyon area seven 
miles north of Beaumont, was 
under control after blackening 
about 830 acres. 
Still out of control after a 
100-acre breakthrough during 
the night was a 500-acre fire 
which started in the Monkey 
Face Creek area and burned 
over into the Skinner Creek 
section. 
A 400-acre fire in the Oak 
Glen Canyon area was reported 
“contained for the moment.” 
It is located about six miles 
east of Yucaipa.

Dixie District Plans To Install 


Lighting 'Robots,' Educational TV 


Dixie School District may be 
operated with help of two new 
scientific wonders next year. 
Among items included m the 
tentative budget approved last 
night were expenditures for an 
automatic light turning-on-and- 
off device and equipment to 
bring educational television in­ 
to the classroom. 
Recommended by Supt. Den- 


nie B. Willis was the automa­ 
tic photosensitive light control 
device for 10 rooms at a year­ 
ly cost of $300 for three years, 
after which the robots are ex­ 
pected to begin saving money 
for the district. 
Willis said the devicfes, de­ 
signed by Baldwin and Bald­ 
win, control the banks of lights 
in the rooms so as to maintain 


a given foot-candle reading in 
all parts of the room, taking 
into account the amount of nat­ 
ural light available. The lights 
are turned off as natural light 
increases. 
Willis said the devices would 
be used at Hoffman School and 
would not only be expected to 
start saving money on elec­ 
tricity but would, by keeping 
most lights off on bright days, 
help keep the rooms cooler. He 
said the school’s incandescent 
lamps raise the tem perature in 
a room two degrees an hour. 
The proposal for television 
was to install two sets in both 
Mary 
Silveira 
and 
Hoffman 
Schools and one set in the 
smaller 
Santa 
M a r g a r i t a 
School, somewhat in line with 
an announcement made recent­ 
ly by the San Rafael School 
District. 
Willis said the first year’s 
total capital outlay would run 
about $1,600 for sets and an­ 
tennas, and $750 for joining 
the Channel 9 program series. 
He said part of the service re­ 
ceived from the station would 
include advance program out­ 
lines for teachers to use in se­ 
lecting programs. 
The board moved to keep 
the television items in the ten­ 
tative budget over the mild pro­ 
test of E. E. Lanander, chair­ 
man who said he was “not sure 
of a program that doesn’t yet 
exist.”

WIESBADEN, Germany (UPI)

Maj. Bennie A. Shupe told 
a packed news conference the 
peasants had a noose around 
his neck and the other end of 
the rope tied to a telephone 
pole when he finally made 
them understand he was an 
American. 
It was not clear whether I 
the Armenians thought they 
were about to hang a Soviet 
flier or perhaps more likely 
a Turk, t h e i r traditional 
enemy from

The nine airmen wore fly­ 
ing suits that bore no national 
markings. 
Shupe said he saved his life ; 
by shouting out the names of 
American cities until the peas­ 
ants understood.

“ I was walking toward the

ants surrounded me,” he said. 
He said they tied his hands 
behind his back, took him to 
a nearby pole and put a noose 
around his neck. 
“I was positive they had 
every intention of hanging me 
from .the pole when I at last 
managed to make out I was an 
American,” he said. “One of 
the peasants shouted out ‘New 
York, Chicago.’ I then named 
all the U. S. cities I could think 
of to keep them off.”

July May Be Crucial Month 
In Marin City Development 


We can’t but feel just a little bit ex­ 
cited about what's happening down 
Marin City way these days. 
This month of July 1958 may become 
as historical to the county’s war housing 
project as that June, 16 years ago, when 
the first shovel of dirt was turned on its 
construction. 
First it was just a beautiful bowl of 
hills. Then came a neat arrangement 
of unimaginative homes which, as the 
years rolled on, deteriorated rapidly to 
the squalid eyesores most of them are 
today. 
Tomorrow things may be different. 
This month two major developments are 
scheduled to take place. 
First, bids should be advertised for 


actual construction of 300 permanent 
low-rent apartment units in the south 
corner of the project. 
Second, all the remaining land of 
Marin City will be offered for sale to a 
developer who must construct on it the 
type of homes designated by the Marin 
County Redevelopment Agency. 
This double-barreled approach should 
produce for us in the years ahead a 
small, but attractive, public housing 
project and a large, privately developed 
and owned area of homes. 
Marin City is the “entrance” to Marin 
County for most people. It should be 
beautiful as Marin is beautiful. It isn’t 
now. It will be in the future— our devel­ 
opment directors assure us. 


Marinite Credited In Tax Cut 


A Marin resident, who has battled 
since shortly after World War II for 
ending of the wartime transportation 
taxes, has been given much of the credit 
for the recent repeal of the property 
transportation tax. 
In a letter, Howard Freas, chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion, wrote to Justus Craemer of Kent 
Woodlands, former member of the Cali­ 
fornia State Public Utilities Commis- 
sion:

efforts have finally borne fruit. The first 
suggestion I heard that these taxes 
should be repealed came from you, and 
the record will show your persistence in 
calling attention to their desirability. As 
a matter of fact, rate tables, such as I 
made up for you many years ago at your 
request, figured prominently in the cur­ 
rent arguments. Unquestionably to you 
goes much of the credit for the success 
finally attained in having these taxes re­ 
moved."

You may be under the im­ 
pression that the Soviets don’t 
like American books. 


You 
couldn’t be further 
from the truth. The Russians 
like and read American books 
—lots of them—all the time. 


What the Soviets don’t like 
is to pay for them. They are 
delighted to have American 
publishers pay Soviet writers 
—which they do—but so far 
they have been against Soviet 
publishers paying American 
writers. 
For the past 40 years the 
Soviet government has car­ 
ried on a massive, monumen­ 
tal literacy piracy and now, at 
last, the American authors are 
doing something about it. Ad- 
lai Stevenson is in Moscow as 
counsel 
for 
the 
Author’s 
League of America, Inc. and 
with powers of attorney from 
scores 
of 
established 
U.S. 
writers whose works Moscow 
has been translating for free. 
He aims to do his negotiating 
best to persuade—or to pres­ 
sure—the Russians into pay­ 
ing for what they take. 
What we fail to appreciale 
is how much American cul­ 
ture the Soviets have been 
taking. Quite apart from the 
unjust economics, it is an ar­ 
resting fact that ever since 
the Revolution, Russian cul­ 
ture has been nourished from 
the culture of the West far 
more heavily than the West 
has been nourished from Rus­ 
sia—indeed, far more heavily 
than most of us realize. 


SINCE 1927 the Russians 
have published a minimum of 
2,752 books by 218 American 
authors in fifty languages of 
the Soviet Union for a total 
printing of almost 80,000,000 
copies. 
For all of which the Soviets 
recognize no obligation to pay 
any American author any­ 
thing. 


This flood of translation 
flows dn. This year the Soviet 
State Publishing House for 
Foreign Literature will take 
about 500 books out of foreign 
languages of which more than 
half will be American books 


The bulk of these works 
comes from two main categor­ 
ies: (a) classics like Jack Ixrn- 
don, Mark Twain, Theodore 
Dreiser, O. Henry, and (b)

Its research has turned up 
so many titles published in 
Russia, unknown to American 
authors who are being trans­ 
lated there, that White is con­ 
vinced the League has only 
scratched the surface of what 
is going on.

the 
League has been correspond­ 
ing fruitlessly with the Soviet 
Union about getting royalties 
for these translations. The So­ 
viets have a nice technical 
out. They conveniently dis­ 
miss American publishers as 
“exploiters” and inform Am­ 
erican authors that they are 
not legally bound to pay a red 
nickel for what they take 
since they never signed the 
International 
C o p y r i g h t 
Union.

CAPITOL REPORT

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A 
billion dollars or nothing was 
the gamble the State of Cali­ 
fornia took when it boosted 
the state’s take of tidelands 
oil royalties in 1957. Today, it 
appears the gamble will pay 
off. 
During the last general ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, As­ 
semblyman Allen Miller (D- 
S a n 
Fernando) 
introduced 
AB47 which junked the exist­ 
ing formula under which pri­ 
vate oil companies and the 
state shared in the profits 
from drilling in the state- 
owned tidelands strip running 
three miles out to sea from 
the coast of California. 
Miller’s 
proposal 
boosted 
the minimum royalty from 
12% to 16% per cent and pro­ 
vided for a sliding scale roy­ 
alty w hich would increase the 
state’s 
take 
as 
production 
went up.*"1* 


ANOTHER 
FEATURE 
of 
his controversial legislation 
was to include in the bid for­ 
mula a cash bonus atop the 
16% base and sliding scale 
royalty. 
No sooner had Miller’s bill 
been introduced than it ran 
into a swarm of opposition 
from some oil companies. Not 
all of them opposed it—but 
many of them warned that if 
the Miller bill became law the 
state would lose money be­ 
cause oil interests would not 
risk large sums of money in 
wildcat wells in which the 
state would get such a large 
cut of the profits. 
During debate on the Miller 
measure, Sen. James E. Cun­ 
ningham Jr. (R-San Bernar­ 
dino), now a superior court 
judge, said: 
“If this bill passes, I think 
you’re going to spell an end 
to tidelands oil drilling in Cal­ 
ifornia.” 


AT ONE COMMITTEE hear- 
ing, A. C. Rubel, president of 
Union Oil Co., testified; 
“These 
proposals 
in the 
Miller bill are completely un­ 
realistic. If you adopt it, you 
will discourage many compan­ 
ies from drilling in California 
tidelands.” 
E. E. Pyles of Monterey Oil 
Co. predicted oil companies

A TOTAL OF 55 million dol­ 
lars was bid in cash bonuses 
on four parcels of land off­ 
shore from 
Santa 
Barbara 
County. Not only that, but all 
bids were at the new and high­ 
er royalty minimum of 16% 
per cent instead of 12% per 
cent and all provide for a 
sliding scale upward as the 
state’s take if and when actual 
production is realized. 
Pyle’s 
firm, 
which 
had 
fought the Miller legislation 
last year, was one of the high 
bidders. 
Monterey and the Texas Co. 
offered a cash bonus of $23,- 
711,538 for one parcel of land 
two miles wide and three 
miles deep. 
Standard of California and 
Humble Oil Co. were high bid­ 
ders on two other parcels, one 
of which went for a cash 
bonus of $12,423,598 and the 
other at $770,837. 
On the last two parcels put 
up for lease, Oilman Edwin S. 
Pauley and Phillips Petroleum 
bid $13,550,000 cash bonus 
one one and $5,100,000 on an­ 
other. 


PROOF THAT the bonui 
bids were far beyond expecta­ 
tions was the fact that in the 
1958-59 budget State Finance 
Department experts had esti­ 
mated the state’s take from 
bonus bidding on tidelands 
properties would be only $3,- 
375.000. 
When the bids finally are 
accepted, the bonus money 
will go into the state’s invest­ 
ment fund which at the pres­ 
ent time totals 103 million dol­ 
lars. 
But there are still thous­ 
ands of acres of tidelands yet 
to be leased—and before the 
final parcel is finally auction­ 
ed off, the itate may indeed 
find itself with a billion dol­ 
lars Instead of nothing.

One Baby In Thousand Has 
Fatal But There's Ray Of Hope 


One baby in a thousand has 
cystic fibrosis. I pray that your 
baby does not. Cystic fibrosis 
was identified only a few years 
ago. It always is fatal. Let’s 
look at a dreadful disease. 
Doctors are making some 
progress. Hundreds of children 
with CF live relatively happy 
lives for a number of years. 
There’s hope for a medical 
breakthrough which might con­ 
trol the disease. More research 
is needed. 
Cystic fibrosis starts in the 
pancreas. That’s a big gland 
near the stomach. Its .function­ 
ing is impaired. The victims 
digest only a small part of what 
they consume. They eat raven­ 
ously, and still seem to be 
starving. 
In 
fact, 
they 
are 
starving. Eventually the vic­ 
tim’s lungs are involved. They 
cough a lot and have trouble 
breathing. Sometimes CF is 
mistaken for pneumonia. The 
lung complications often cause 
death. 
Formerly those with cystic 
fibrosis died in babyhood. Or 
in early childhood, at best. Now 
with the right medical trert- 
ment and a great deal of lov­ 


ing care, CF babies may live 
into their teens. The treatment 
is just a delaying action, not a 
cure. Soon it may be more. 
As I say, a solution could 
come. It came in polio. Remem­ 
ber? 
Cystic fibrosis is not con­ 
tagious. It runs in families. It 
may skip several generations, 
then reappear. The Cystic Fib­ 
rosis Foundation coordinates 
the fight against the disease. 
It needs your help. If you can, 
please send a check to the Na­ 
tional Cystic Fibrosis Research 
Foundation, 2300 Westmorland 
St., Philadelphia, Pa.

To play tiddlywinks you take 
a firm hold of a bone or plas­ 
tic disk and snap other disks 
around a table. 
OLYMPICS NEXT 
At 
Cambridge 
University 
there is talk, admittedly on the 
sophomoric side, of making tid­ 
dlywinks an event of the Olym­ 
pic Games. 
Why the sudden upsurge in 
the popularity of the humble 
little game? 
No one really 
knows, but possibly the lazy 
weather of recent weeks has 
something to do with it. It’s 
more fun than irregular verbs. 
Tiddlywinks, a very old game 
not figuring conspicuously on 
the sports pages, got lifted in­ 
to the academic atmosphere at 
Cambridge, 
where 
students 
idled away some spare time 
snapping the disks. Cambridge 
organized 
a 
team — Peter 
Downes, captain—and claimed 
the world’s tiddlywinks cham­ 
pionship. There being no other 
known contender, Cambridge’s 
claim was secure until the Uni­ 
versity of Oxford challenged. 
OXFORD— THE CHAMPS 
There was a noisy match, 
and Oxford won by an eye­ 
brow, 113 to 111. So presum­ 
ably Oxford holds the cham­ 
pionship, but Cambridge pro­ 
tested that the play was an un­ 
important preliminary to seri­ 
ous tiddlywinks competition. 
Oxford received a challenge 
from the University of Penn­ 
sylvania and the Oxford cap­ 
tain, Elliott Langford, agreed 
to take his mates to America 
next year if they can raise the 
fare for the journey.

A strong county manager has 
been written into the proposed 
county charter by the Board of 
Freeholders. The article desig­ 
nates him as the county’s “ad­ 
ministrative head” and gives 
him powers to act in such a 
capacity. 


But it keeps him under con­ 
trol of the supervisors in that 
he has no term of office. He is 
appointed by a majority of the 
full board (not just of a quorum 
of the board) and can be dis­ 
missed at any time by the same 
majority vote. 


The job of county’manager 
differs mainly from that of the 
existing county administrator 
in that the manager has power 
to act, while the administrator 
has few powers and must act 
through the supervisors. 
Here is the wording of the 
proposed article: 


COUNTY MANAGER 
§ .01 
Title and 
Qualifica­ 
tions. 
The chief administra­ 
tive 
officer 
of 
the 
county 
shall be known as the County 
Manager. He shall be chosen 
on the basis of executive and 
administrative q u a 1 i fications 
and experience. He must be a 
citizen of the United States at 
the time of his appointment, 
but need not reside in Marin 
County or in the State of Cali­ 
fornia. 
He . shall, 
however, 
promptly become and shall re­ 
main a resident of Marin Coun­ 
ty during his tenure of office. 
He shall devote his entire time 
to the duties of his office, and 
shall not engage in any other 
business or occupatjon. 


§ .02. 
Appointment and Re­ 
moval. 
The County Manager 
shall be appointed by the af­ 
firmative vote of a majority of 
the entire Board of Supervisors 
for an indefinite term. He shall 
serve at the pleasure of the 
board, being subject to removal 
from office at any time by the 
affirmative vote of a majority 
of the entire Board of Super­ 
visors.

Acting County Man­ 
ager. 
Subject to approval of 
the Board of Supervisors, the 
County Manager may designate 
a county officer or employee 
to serve as acting County Man­ 
ager in case of temporary ab­ 
sence or disability of the Coun­ 
ty Manager or a temporary va­ 
cancy in that office. The Board 
of Supervisors may revoke such 
designation at any time, and 
may appoint and remove at will 
an acting County Manager as 
needed.

head of the county government. 
B. The County Manager shall 
be responsible to the Board of 
Supervisors for the proper con­ 
duct and administration of all 
affairs placed in his charge by 
or pursuant to this Charter. 
C. It is the intent of this 
C harter that all the adm inistra­ 
tive affairs of the county, whe­ 
th er under the direct manage­ 
ment and control of the County 
M anager or not, shall be inte­ 
grated and coordinated under 
the general supervision of the 
County M anager in the inter­ 
ests of efficiency and economy, 
with respect to fiscal and bud­ 
getary procedures, personnel 
practices, purchasing of sup­ 
plies and equipm ent, housing 
accommodations, general office

practices, 
and the keeping of records oth­ 
er than those peculiar to a spe­ 
cific departm ental function. To 
this end, it shall be the duty of 
all county officers, elective or 
appointive, heads of depart­ 
ments, and m em bers of boards 
and commissions, to cooperate 
with the County M anager by 
furnishing all requested infor­ 
mation and access to depart­ 
m ental records and files, and 
by observing the adm inistrative 
procedures and practices estab­ 
lished by him, unless excused 
therefrom by the Board of Su­ 
pervisors.

D. He shall prepare and sub­ 
mit to the Board of Supervisors 
annually (1) a report on the 
finances and administrative ac­ 
tivities of the county for the 
current fiscal year; (2) a pro­ 
posed budget and capital pro­ 
gram for the next fiscal year; 
and (3) plans and recommenda­ 
tions with respect to future 
needs of the county. 
E. He shall administer and 
execute the annual budget and 
capital program, pursuant to 
the appropriations made and 
ordinances 
adopted 
by 
the 
Board of Supervisors. 
F. He may require any coun­ 
ty administrative office, agen­ 
cy, or department to report to 
him on its fiscal and adminis­ 
trative operations and plans; 
and he may examine the ac­ 
counts, records, and operations 
of any such office, agency, or 
department 
as 
often 
as 
he 
deems necessary or desirable. 
G. He shall manage all coun­ 
ty properties, improved and un­ 
improved; see to their custody, 
care, 
and maintenance; and 
shall assign adequate facilities 
and space to all county depart­ 
ments and functions as may be 
needed for their proper opera­ 
tion, within the limits of the 
space and facilities available. 
H. He shall be the purchas­ 
ing officer of the county; and 
shall coordinate and centralize 
the purchases for all offices, 
agencies, and departments of 
the county. The Board of Su­ 
pervisors may authorize the 
County Manager to appoint a 
purchasing officer to serve un­ 
der his direction and controL 
I. He shall report and recom­ 
mend to the Board of Supervis­ 
ors with respect to the making 
of public contracts, and shall 
see to their performance.

artichoke, 
California’s 
most confusing vegetable, is a 
tasty but temperamental plant 
that really isn’t a vegetable at 
all. 
It’s an herb. 
The artichoke that appears 
in crates at the market really 
ts the flower of a thistly plant. 
It’s a native of the Mediter­ 
ranean region, and was intro­ 
duced in California about 50 
years ago. 
Since then it has become an 
important 
crop, 
planted 
on 
some 9,000 acres along the 
central coast which produce 
all of the 18,000 tons grown 
in this country each year. The 
crop’s value last year was just 
under three million dollars. 
The globe, or French arti- j 
choke, will grow only in rich, 
well-drained land that has a 
foggy climate and is neither j 
frosty nor too hot. That means 
a strip roughly 250 miles lo n g ! 
stretching from Marin County \ 
to Santa Barbara County. It 
has a growing season from Sep­ 
tember to May. 
A puzzling aspect of the arti­ 
choke to the uninitiated is how 
to eat it. Its outer covering of 
prickly leaves presents a for­ 
midable appearance. 
Some say the pulp from the 
leaves should be eaten, others 
discard them to get at the rich, 
meaty heart.

Civil Service 
Survivors 
Benefits Told 
H ere’s good news for “for 
gotten widows” and widowers 
of form er civil service employ­ 
ees who died before Feb. 20, 
1948. 
If they are not receiving an­ 
nuities based on the form er 
employees’ services, they will 
soon get the benefits under an 
am endm ent to the Civil Service 
Retirem ent Act which becomes 
effective Aug. 1. 
This announcem ent came to­ 
day from John M. Schurr, mem­ 
ber of the Marin chapter, Na­ 
tional Assn. of Retired Civil 
Employees. The association has 
seen working for two years on 
this am endm ent, which closes 
gap in the federal govern­ 
m ent’s provision for the wel­ 
fare of form er civil slrvice em­ 
ployees. 
Schurr explained that the 
benefit works in this way: 
To be entitled to the bene­ 
fits, the widow or widower 
must have been m arried to 
the form er employee for at 
least five years immediately 
prior to his death and must 
not have rem arried. The for­ 
m er employee must have had 
at least 10 years of service 
creditable for civil service re­ 
tirem ent purposes. 
The annuity will be equal 
to 
one-half 
of 
the 
annuity 
which the form er employee was 
receiving at time of death or 
would have received if he had 
been retired for disability at 
time of death. The annuity, 
however, shall not exceed $750 
per year. 
Those eligible should apply 
to the U.S. Civil Service Com­ 
mission, W ashington, D.C.

“The D runkard” was then 
three nights old. Last night I 
saw perform ance \o . 9,225— 
the silver anniversary show, 
plus three. 
Neely Edwards is the only 
m em ber of the original cast 
still in “The D runkard.” I saw 
Neely again last night, for per­ 
haps the 30th time. He was as 
spry as ever, although he’s 74. 
He was a mere 49 when he first 
became the father of the girl 
who is tearfully wronged. 
In 25 years, Neely Edwards 
has missed only about 50 p er­ 
formances. 
“The D runkard” became a 


musical five years ago and now 
is called “The W ayward Way.” 
It is pretty corny stuff, but it 
was taken seriously as a dram a­ 
tized tem perance lecture when 
P. T. Barnum produced it in 
the ’90s. The current cast plays 
it very broadly indeed. 


The audience sits at tables 
and drinks free beer and eats 
free pretzels and hisses the vil­ 
lain. Very freely. They cheer 
and applaud, always a little 
more loudly by about the fifth 
act, when the heroine escapes 
from the clutches of the leering 
you-know-who. 


N either the dram a nor the 
moral explains the success of 
“The D runkard.” It’s the so­ 
ciability, th e ’ fun, the taking 
part in the perform ance that 
have attracted two and one- 
half million persons. July 6 is 
the actual anniversary, but that 
date fell on Sunday, when there 


never is a perform ance. 
“The D runkard” has more 
figures than the Bureau of 
Statistics. If all the em pty beer 
bottles — an average of three 
per adult custom er—were laid 
end to end, it would take for­ 
ever to pick them up. If all the 
pretzels fell on you, they’d 
crush you. 
But it wouldn’t be as big a 
crush as some of us have on the 
play that has broken all theatri­ 
cal records.
